THE  REAL  TEST  of  a  rose  is  in  its 
roots.  The  root  action  is  the  heart  of  the 
plant.  The  “ ROSES  OF  NEW  CASTLE”, 
grown  by  skilled  growers  are  prepared 
especially  for  the  amateur  planter.  Be¬ 
fore  the  plants  are  shipped  the  roots  are 
developed  by  our  own  special  methods 
and  instead  of  expecting  you  to  develop 
the  roots,  which  you  must  do  when  you 
plant  dormant,  budded  and  grafted  plants, 
without  active  working*  roots,  we  remove 
that  risk,  which  takes  practically  all 
doubt  out  of  rose  growing.  Why  should 
you  take  that  risk  when  you  can  secure 
these  famous  “ROSES  OF  NEW  CAS¬ 
TLE”,  pot  grown,  on  their  OWN  ROOTS 
at  a  much  less  price  than  the  Nursery 
grown,  budded,  dormant,  wild-root  roses? 

PREPARATION  OF  SOIL.  There  is 
no  mystery  connected  with  successful 
home,  yard  or  garden  rose  growing.  The 
many  articles  appearing  in  various  pub¬ 
lications,  giving  elaborate  instructions  as 
regards  soil,  drainage,  a  multitude  of 
“don’t  and  does”  to  follow,  lists  of  ob¬ 
scure  roses  unsuited  to  American  cli¬ 
matic  conditions,  all  of  which  is  dis¬ 
couraging  and  represents  so  much  mis¬ 
information,  confuses  the  mind  of  the 
average  amateur.  Rose  growing  is  not 
a  burden.  It  is  one  of  the  greatest  pleas¬ 
ures  of  life.  Good  garden  soil  such  as 
will  grow  corn,  peas,  beans,  etc.  is  ideal. 
When  it  is  possible  enrich  the  soil  with 
well  rotted  manure.  Cow  manure  is  best. 


Horse  manure,  if  thoroughly  rotted,  will 
do.  Use  chicken,  pig,  sheep  and  other 
animal  manures  sparingly,  if  at  all.  Bone 
meal,  air  slacked  lime,  Walker’s  Plant 
Food  may  be  used  lightly,  very  lightly. 
Spade  deep — fifteen  inches  or  more  for 
reasonable  drainage  and  to  hold  mois¬ 
ture  in  hot  weather. 


WHEN  TO  PLANT.  Plant  after  all 
danger  of  frost  is  past,  and  any  time 
thereafter  that  suits  you.  There  is  no 
closed  season  for  planting  our  roses;  be¬ 
ing  pot  grown,  they  can  be  set  out  in  the 
Northern  and  Middle  states  any  time  dur- 
the  growing  season,  spring,  summer  and 
fall.  In  the  Southern  and  Pacific  Coast 
States,  plant  whenever  it  suits  best.  Our 
plants  are  always  ready  to  plant  and  with 
perfect  safety  as  they  are  always  pot- 
grown. 

HOW  TO  PLANT.  Plant  18  to  24 
inches  apart  as  a  rule  but  you  can 
plant  to  suit  your  space.  Put  the  plants 
well  into  the  ground,  firm  thoroughly 
leaving  a  slight  depression  around  them 
to  hold  moisture.  After  planting,  water 
the  plants  thoroughly  until  you  are  sure 
the  soil  at  the  bottom  of  the  roots  is  well 
dampened,  then  do  not  water  too  much 
after  that.  Roses  are  like  corn,  they  like 
hot  dry  spells  and  heavy  rains.  If  pos¬ 
sible,  syringe  the  foliage  frequently  with 
water  under  pressure.  As  the  plants 
bloom  cut  the  flowers  and  have  the  pleas¬ 
ure  out  of  them.  As  you  cut  them  it 
helps  to  develop  more  blooming  shoots. 
Do  not  feed  the  plants  until  they  are 
growing  actively,  then  feed  lightly,  using  Walker’s 
Plant  Food  or  Stim-U-Plant  Tablets,  which  we  offer. 
For  insects,  if  they  appear,  use  Sulpho  Tobacco  Soap  or 
Melrosine  and  apply  with  a  Tyrian  Plant  Sprinkler  or 
Hudson  Fog  Sprayer  which  we  offer  in  this  book. 

WINTER  PROTECTION.  More  rose  plants  are 
killed  from  protecting  too  early  than  all  other  causes 
combined.  Do  not  commence  protection  until  real  freez¬ 
ing  weather  comes — then  commence  to  put  some  soil  up 
around  the  plants,  a  little  at  a  time  and  as  the  weather 
gets  colder  put  a  little  covering  of  leaves,  straw,  litter, 
allowing  for  circulation  of  air.  Do  not  smother  the 
plants  out.  In  the  spring  remove  the  covering  gradu¬ 
ally  as  it  was  put  on.  The  greatest  value  of  the 
“ROSES  OF  NEW  CASTLE”  for  the  amateur  is  they 
are  on  their  OWN  ROOTS  and  if  the  tops  are  complete¬ 
ly  killed  back  and  any  part  of  the  root  still  lives  you 
still  have  a  growing  plant.  Don’t  protect  too  early  and

PRUNING.  When  plants  fail  to  mature  the  buds  which 
they  bear,  pinch  off  some  of  the  undeveloped  buds  and 
imperfect  blooms,  and  feed  lightly.  In  the  early  spring 
plants  can  be  pruned  back  about  one-third  of  their  pre¬ 
sent  growth,  before  they  foliage  out. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION.  After  planting,  if  the 
leaves  turn  yellow  and  drop  off,  do  not  be  alarmed.  Na¬ 
ture  thus  conserves  the  vitality  of  the  plant.  Imme¬ 
diately  the  plant  will  throw  out  new  and  stronger  shoots. 
During  the  growing  season  if  the  plants  develop  dis¬ 
eased  foliage  that  indicates  the  root  action  is  poor  and 
the  plant  needs  nourishment,  in  the  way  of  a  good  plant 
food.  We  recommend  the  insecticides  and  fertilizers 
listed  on  this  page,  to  promote  health  and  vigor.  Roses 
like  sunshine.  Partial  shade  is  not  so  harmful  but  they 
do  best  in  full  sunshine.  Do  not  plant  too  close  to  trees 
or  shrubs.

Hints  on  Growing 
Chrysanthemums 

Chrysanthemums  are  of  a  very  hardy 
nature,  and  may  be  set  out  from  early 
spring  cle,ar  up  until  cold  weather.  This 
applies  to  the  colder  sections  of  the 
country.  In  temperate  climates,  they 
may  be  planted  at  any  time. 

Blant  in  good  rich  garden  soil,  and 
do  not  over  water  but  keep  them  moist 
to  the  bottom  of  the  roots.  Give  good 
drainage*  by  digging  the  soil  deep.  Af¬ 
ter  the  plants  develop,  enrich  them  with 
a  good  standard  fertilizer  such  as  Walk¬ 
er’s  Plant  Food,  Vigoro  or  Stim-u-Plant 
Tablets  offered  elsewhere  in  this  book; 
also  mulch  around  the  plants  with  well 
rotted  manure. 

When  flower  buds  appear,  give  them 
plenty  of  food.  If  you  want  extra  large 
flowers,  pinch  off  small  buds  leaving 
the  strength  go  into  the  remaining  ones. 

For  insects  use  Sulpho-Tobacco  Soap, 
offered  elsewhere  in  this  book  spray¬ 
ing  the  plants  with  this  solution. 

Mulch  heavily  during  the  winter.  In 
extremely  cold  climates  the  clumps  may 
be  brought  in  and  stored  over  the  win¬ 
ter  in  a  cool,  dark  cellar,  then  plant 
them  out  again  early  in  Spring.
